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MURDER CHARGE 
ACCUSED MAN 
REMANDED

BRUFF, Sunday. 

At, a Special Court in Braff, Patrick Coll, 
landowner, of Bruree, was charged with he 
murder of Jerome Maher at Dromin . on 
July 4 last. The charge was a sequel to 
a roadside shooting incident. 

The accused man was remanded till next 
Tuesday. 

Mrs. Norah Maher, widow, stated in 
evidence that her husband was 35 years ol 
age, and was in good health. Both he and 
the accused man were always on good terms 
up to the time that ne was given notice to 
leave. His wages were about 30s. a week, 
with a free house, garden and milk. 

Wiiham Dwyer, a labourer, Maidstown, 
Dromin, said that he knew Patrick Coll all 
his life. About 9 p.m. on June 20 witness 
was talking with Jerome Maher, Timothy 
Tierney, junior, and Laurence Dineen out- 
side the cottage when the accused man came 
out of his field and passed them by. He 
saluted them and. said “(Good evening.’’ 
He had a gun in his hands, and went 
towards Dromin, where he had land. About 
twenty minutes later the accused man 
returned, and he had the gun still in his 
hancis. Addressing Jerome Maher, the 
accused. man said that he would plug him. 

The accused man passed on in the direc- 
tion of his own home. He rext saw Maher 
about 7.50 a.m. on July 4, when he was 
in his usual good health, and about 9 
o'clock that night he saw his dead body in 
the cottage. 

Mr. William Reidy, veterinary surgeon, 
said that the accused man seemed to have a 
fixed belief that sheep had been shot. Follow- 
ing a post-mortem examination of the sheep, 
witness found that they were not shot. 

The accused man also told witness that he 
had found cattle injured, and that he sus- 
pected the injuries were malicious. Witness 
inferred from conversation that the accused 
man seemed to be suffering from a grievance. 
He seemed to be very upset.

SOUTH AMERICAN RAILWAYS 
ic og Oa ,.

In the politieal world there is still much 
obscurity, but it is more than ever appsrent 
that imdustrial activity in this country will 
be maintained for some years longer, thanks, 
of course, mainly to the rearmament 
gramme, During the period of good business 
that is ahead there will be important dey¢lop- 
ments of various kinds, some of which will 
be beneficial to shareholders, while most if 
not all of the companies in the iron, steel and 
engineering industries will increase their 
profits and many will pay bigger ordinary 
dividends. These circumstapces account for 
the buoyancy of iren, coal and steel shares, 
and the prospects are that despite the great 
rise in prices that has taken place from the 
lowest of the year there will be a further 
appreciation. 


LOOKING AHEAD 


Ultimately there will be a reaction, and in 
one or two quarters the effect of this is bein 
discussed. Probably the average individua 
is left unmoved by the talk of what may 
happen some years hence. There may be 
infistion, with rising prices and an increase 
in the cost of living, to say nothing of stiffer 
taxation, but if there is a reasonable prospect 
of making good profits before all this happens 
it is cons! ered that it would be foolish to 
séil good shares now. Similarly, the time can 
be visualised when money will be dear or at 
least less cheap than at present, with, conse- 
quently, a lower level for all fixed interest 
securities. That, however, is no reason for 
getting rid of War Loan or even sound in- 
dustrial preference or debenture issues, espe- 
cially in view of the difficulty, which does not 
diminish, of finding suitable alternative in- 
vestments. 


SOUTH AMERICAN SECURITIES 


A somewhat dismal picture is provided b 
a comparison of present prices of many Sout 
American securities with those ruling before 
the period of world depression. Argentine 
Government Bonds are well maintained, for 
in that case there has been a faithful fulfil- 
ment of external debt obligations, but in 
virtually every other ease there is a serious 
depreciation of capital. Governments and 
Municipalities have defaulted; seme have 
effected a settlement with their ereditors on 
the basis of parteal interest payments as in 
the case of Brazil and Uruguay, while 
virtually all the railway understaking of 
Latin America have for years been unable to 
make a reasonable return to their ordinary 
stockholders. Not only so, but preference 
dividends are not paid, and in somé cases a 
moratorium has been necessary for debenture 
interest. 


DIFFICULTIES OF THE RAILWAYS 


lt is impossible to resist the conclusion that 
in certain directions there is a deliberate 
refusal by the authorities to adopt measyres 
that would relieve the situation, especially as 
it affects the British-owned railways and 
other undertakings. Hundreds of millions of 
British capital are invested in the railway 
systems, but the money is receiving a very 
smal! return because of the decline in receipts 
(partly due to world conditions), the heavy 
losses incurred through the depre®ation of 
the local currency, and the demands of labour 
for conditions or work that add greatly to 
the working expenses. Those whe bought 
Buenos Aires Great Southern 5 per cent. or 
6 per cent. Preferences in the neighbourhood 
of par or perhaps at a much higher level and 
now see the stocks quoted at about 56 and 35 
respectively, must sometimes wonder if 
nothing can be done to bring about some im- 
provement. It certainly would seem to be a 
matter for the attention of the Government 
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Rather a similar state of affairs prevails 
as s the railway securities of I gil, 
Chile and Uruguay. In the first-named group 
the Leopoldina puilway has been very badly 
hit, as indicated by the chairman’ .t hat 
week's annual meeting, at which ke sid 
that if the company is not able to obtain ex- 
change for remittance purposes at a more 
favourable rate it will not be able to meet 
its liabilities. Because of this the 4 per 
cent. Debenture Stock, upon which the fall 
interest has so far been paid, was dealt in 
last week at 42, a price indicating a doubt 
as to whether payments will be continued in 
the future, while £100 nominal of the 55 per 
cent. Preference Stork changed hands on 
the same day at £10. Even worse prices 
are quoted for Great Western and _ Brazil 
issues, the last business in the £10 Ordinary

KAFFIRSG 


In these days the market for South 
African gold and finance shares is rather 
erratic. For a time interest and activity 
mainly centred in shares of companies in the 
development stage, and in these there is 
still a fair volume of business, while prices 
have receded very little from the best. 
When the activity was at its height the pro- 
ducing group was almost neglected, which 
was not very surprising, for on the basis of 
the last annual dividends the yields obtain- 
able appeared to give little scope for capital 
appreciation. Afterwards more attention was 
given to the dividend-payers, and activity in 
the others subsided. As far as can be 
judged, the newer Kaffirs will be more 
prominent in the future, with higher prices 
probably for such shares as East Rand 
Cans., Western Reefs and Venterspost. West 
Wits., of course, are at a very heavy 
premium, and whether this is maintained will 
depend upon the character of future develop- 
ments, as well as the success attained in the 
flotation of subsidiary companies. 


RUBBER SHARES | 


A favourable view is still taken of the out- 
look for rubber shares, owing to the gradual 
inerease in the consumption of the product, 
especially in America, where the figure has 
reached a high record. Thig will be re- 
flected in the price of the commodity, thus 
enabling the producing companies to 
neutralise the effect of higher costs through 
the restriction of output. Those who contem- 
plate a purchase of the shares should, per- 
haps, be prepared for a leng wait, for the 
operation is not likely to show a guick 
profit. If some of the best shares are bought 
and Íocked away the holder will almost cer- 
tainly see a considerable appreciation in 
capital values. with probably a satisfactory 
return is the shape of dividends. 


NEW CAPITAL ISSUES 


Business in Stock Exchange securities does 
not appear to be influenced to any appreci- 
able extent by the numerous new capital issues 
that are coming before the public. For the 
most part these are for industrial companies, 
and especially those likely te benefit from the 
present phase of exceptional activity. As a 
rule the issues are well received, and inyari- 
ably the shares command a premjgm over the 
price at which they were Bs. . In taking 
an interest in these lesser-known wunder- 
takings, more caution is necessary than in 
the case of well-established concerns with a 
record of satisfactory profits extending over 
many years, in which period strong reserves 
have been built up. The latter companies 
will be the betier able to meet a period of 
depression, if, and when, it comes. Others

BACON FIRM 
From Our ComMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


A rather better feeling is reported in most 
departments of the provision trade, and 
quotations generally rule steady to firm. Con- 
signments of butter and eggs from Denmark 
and Sweden to northern ports last week-end 
were on & larger scale, but shipments of | 
hacon were again smaller and showed a 
decline of nearly 500 bales. The bacon market 
closes very firm. and, with available supplies 
well cleared, prices were at a premium. On 
spot Irish is 5s. dearer; and al the weekly 
meetang of the Manchester Bacon Committee 
it was decided to advance English, Swedish 
and Polish 5s., Danish 4s., and Dutch 4s. to 
os. per cwt. According to the last Danish 
pig census, taken on June 13th, based, a 
usual, on one-fifth of the entire pi ula- 
tion, there was an increase of sie 48,000 
animals as compared with the previous count 
on May 2nd. The Danish official quotation 
for butter has this week been wired seven 
kroner higher, and “top” now stands at 
225 kroner per 100 kilos, at the corresponding 
period of last year the figure was 170 kroner, 
and in 1934 134 kroner. Continental makes 
are held for full rates, and Trish creameries 
and Colonials are also very firm. Arrivals cf 
hutter frem Australia and New Zealand 
during June totalled 638,300 boxes, compared 
with 912,900 boxes in the previous month and 
591.200 boxes in June, 1935. Expected 
arrivals fiom these countries in July, accord. 
ing to present advices, amount to about 
543,700 boxes, as against 531,600 boxes in the 
same month of 1935, and the smaller supplics 
in August may also slightly exceed Jast year s 
corresponding figures. Production in both 
countries is still declining. In New Zealand 
the output is approximately the same level | 
as a year ago, but a relatively large decline 
is still recorded in Australia, where prospects 
for the new season are not too promising at 
present. —Tbtal shipments of Danish butter 
during June were two per cent. larger than a 
vear earlier, bat exports to the United King: 
dom declined by 15 per cent. Compared with 
1935 considerably mth al quantities of butter 
have been received from the Irish Free State, 
Russia and Sweden, but heavier supplies from 
other sources, particularly Baltic countries, 
The egg market shows sí of recovery, and 
both Irish Free State and the home produced 
article closed firm and dearer.

Due towards the end oí this month, the 
Guinness results should be exceptionally 
interesting, because they will di the 
results of working the new brewery at Park 
Royal for the past six months. his is,

This charming settle 
ment is the gift of Lady Pembroke, which 
she handed over to Miss White to administer 
with the proviso that the people asking for 
cottages must have young children. 

In 1911, when there was an outcry in the 
Press about the overcrowding of the tene- 
ments and the horrible condition of the slum 
lodginghouses, Miss White, anxious over the 
fate of the young country girl yen ! m 
Dublin, had the idea of starting a hostel for 
working girls. Helped by some friends, she 
bought Castlewood House, and there, in the 
midst of their owa flowers,: vegetables and 
fruit, girt workers were boatded and lodged 
for 5s. per week 

Old Jadies who have a minute income, and 
who, old and ailing, try to subsist as ladies, 
were always an object of her care and 
sympathy. Inspired and helped by her, the 
Guild started the bursaries for old ladies. 

During the Great War, among many other 
activities, she felt that something ought to 
be done for the soldiers’ wives, who, in their 
loneliness, anxiety, and often irresponsibility, 
were exposed to grave temptation, and in any 
case to sad, wearying lives. In 1915 she 
started the Soldiers’ Wives Club, where 
concerts, social evenings, as well as lessons 
in dress-making, cooking, hygiene, were given. 

Through all her work, educational, as well 
as social, she was inspired by the thought of 
doing the greatest amount of good to the 
greatest number. Narrow sectarianism was 
never understood by her. In education, as 
well as in social service, she was worthy to 
rank with the greatest of the humanists. 

Slightly before her time, but partly con- 
temporary with her, there was a Domimican 
nun, also a pioneer in the higher education of 
girls, who would have understeod and appre- 
ciated her. Both had the same broad out- 
look, the same power of inspiring their 
students; both had the same determination 
to be satisfied with nothing less than the best 
procurable. And so in the convent, in re- 
ligious instruction, in classics, in mathematics, 
in foreign languages, lectures were given to 
the pupils by men whose names were later 
world-famed—e.g., W. Monypenny, the 
biographer of Disraeli, to name only one ofa 
company. To these two women’s 
ideals and foresight, women’s education owes 
a debt that cannot be repaid. 
and friend of both. Im the case of Miss

It has 
mobilised not only every loyal unit of 
the Army, the Navy and the Air Force, 
but it has authorised the distribution of 
arms to all villagers who wish to organise 
themselves against the rebels, and it has 
sanctioned the formation of a “Red 
militia ’’ in Madrid and other towns. 
News comes via Gibraltar of widespread 
fighting between rival factions in the 
South of Spain. At Gibraltar, in fact, 
the situation is regarded as so serious that 
two British destroyers, which had been 
due to leave, have been ordered to remain 
for the protection of British interests ; 
British subjects have been forbidden to 
cross the frontier into Spain, and the area 
is crammed with refugees. In the mean- 
while, counsels appear to have been 
divided in Madrid. Sefior Quiroga re- 
signed the Premiership early on Saturday, 
to be succeeded by Sefior Martinez 
Barrios, who, in his turn, has given way 
to Sefior Jose Giral. Yesterday 
Sefior Giral’s Government issued decrees 
ordering the dismissal of all rebellious 
troops and the dissolution of disaffected 
units, while rankers have been given an 
express permission to abandon their regi- 
ments if they are not in sympathy with 
rebel officers.

Metropolitan Police, has called for a full re- 
port on every phase of the occurrence. 
- When George Andrew McMahon, charged 
in connection with the affair, appears at the 
resumed hearing at Bow street on Friday, 
it is expected that the police case will be 
proceeded with fully. Witnerses who re- 
sponded to the Scotland Yard appeal have 
been interviewed by detectives and their state- 
mepts are now being considered by Chief In- 
spector John Sands, the acting superin 
tendent of the district, whose duty it is to 
prepare the report for the Commissioner. 

It was learned last night that the police 
have satisied themselves that the revolver 
incident had no political significance and 
can be regarded as an isolated one. 

The question of the protection of the King 
on his public appearances has been the sub- 
ject of discussion at Scotland Yard during 
the last few days, but there is every con 
fidence in high officia} quarfers that there 
need be no cause for anxiety.

News of the- military uprising in 
Spanish Morocco is confused and conflict- 
ing. At the time of writing the mutinecrs, 
said to number 18,500 men, and to be led 
by General Franco, brother of the well- 
known airman, appear to have the upper 
hand. According to the latest reports 
they are in possession of Melilla, Arzila, 
Laraiche, Tetuan, Ceuta and El] Ksar 
(Aleazarquivir). Elsewhere fighting is 
still in progress between the rebels and 
loyal troops and civilian supporters of the 
Government, most of them workmen. 

So far the native population seem to be 
standing aside, though they may join in 
at any moment. The native troops are 
obeying, the orders of whichever side they 
happen to be with. 

Government aeroplanes are said to be 
bambing Laraiche, Melilla and Ceuta in 
the face of strong anti-aircraft fire, but 
they do not appear to be having it all 
their own way, as some airmen among the 
insurgents are believed to have taken the 
air against them. On the other hand, one 
loyal pilot, who was ordered up to fight 
the bombers, flew straight to Port Lyautey 
and has been interned. 

The revolt, evidently prepared with care, 
broke out almost simultaneously in many 
garrisons about 2 a.m. yesterday, when 
bugles sounded the ‘‘ fal] in.” The troops 
immediately stood to, and some detach- 
ments set out to occupy public buildings, 
railway stations, and similar strategic 
points, while others were charged with 
arresting the leading civilian officials. 


ISSUE FAR FROM CERTAIN 


In the southern part of the zone the pro- 
gramme was equally successfully carried 
out in spite of sharp resistance from 
groups of armed workmen, who came 
hurrying into the streets when they 
realised what was afoot. The rebels had 
more trouble further north, and although 
the important coastal towns already 
‘mentioned have fallen into their hands 
the issue of the struggle is still far from 
certain. 

At Melilla the fighting seems to have 
particularly bitter, many trade 
unionists joining those officers and men 
who had remained loyal to the Government, 
and with both sides shooting each other 
wsthout mercy. 

Among the victims is said to be the 
General commanding the base at Nador. 
One Spanish colonel, whose name is given 
at Bazergue,- unwilling to take part in 
the movement, left the town disguised as 
an Arab and succeeded in getting away 
to the Algerian frontier. : 

In the towns where the rebels are in 
control all is now quiet, but roads and 
railways are carefully guarded by 
armoured cars and machine-gun posts. 
All normal transport is at a standstill, 
hut the leaders of the movement are allow- 
ng the service on the Fez-Tangier railway 
to continue. No passengers are allowed 
to enter or alight from trains in the 
Spanish zone, however.

The movement is openly Monarchist in 
its aims, but seems to have been stimulat 
and set into action by the recent

Repressive measures against Jews and 
the Opposition are now in force. They are 
described as being aimed at preserving 
public safety and order. 

The regulations as published by the 
German News Agency, are as follow :— 
(1) Organisations will be dissolved if 
members spread news which may endanger 
the interests of the State. 

(2) Orders of a political nature issued 
by the police are no longer subject to 
examination by the regular courts. (This 
affects rights of association, the Press, 
imprisonment with trial and the carrying 
of arms. ) 

(3) The maximum terms of protective 
custody are prolonged from three weeks to 
three months. 

(4) Members of the Senate may no 
longer. be responsible editors. 


AIMED AT JEWS 


Another order, aimed at orthodox Jews, 
of whom there are large numbers in 
Danzig, forbids the provision of “ kosher ” 
meat. 

The .measures appear to hamstring the 
opposition, says a Danzig message. Mr.

(5) In time of war non-bellhigerent States 
only can benefit by the previous clause. 


SOVIET’S PRIVILEGE 


(6) Black Sea Powers have the same 
privileges, but Soviet Russia can send out, 
or bring in, a battleship accompanied by 
no more than two destroyers. 

(7) No submarines or aircraft carriers 
may pass through the Straits, except new 
submarines being delivered to Black Sea 
States and those sent out for overhaul. 

(8) Notice of passage of warships 
through the Straits is reduced to eight 
days. | 

(9) For special humanitarian purposes 
the maximum aggregate tonnage may be 
temporarily increased by 8,600 tons. 

(10) Except when employed on such 
humanitarian objects, warskips may not

condition in the Convention shall injure the 
rights and obligations under the Covenant 
of the League of Turkey or any other con- 
tracting Power.

For some time they had been roaming 
the beaches,.when they found themselves 
facing mountainous seas, and their moving 
space on the beach only a matter of a few 
yards, A 500 feet cliff towered above 
them. 

Their plight was first seen by visitors 
on the Ilfracombe Pier, and three boat- 
men—J. Barbary, William and John 
Cromer—went to their rescue in two row- 
ing boats. Owing to the heavy seas the 
boatmen for some time could not reach 
the beach, and the trapped visitors’ posi. 
tion became very serious. 

Skilfully controlling one of the boats, 
Barbary and W. Cromer managed to get 
near the shore, and Barbary stood 
shoulder deep in the water to hold the 
boat to prevent it being dashed against 
the rocks. 

The visitors forced their way through 
the breakers to Barbary, who got them 
aboard the boat, and they were taken to 
the harbour, thoroughly drenched. 

One of the boatmen said it was the most 
difficult rescue in which he had taken 
part.

THE MERCEDES CRASH 


—_—--oe —— 
MR. CONAN DOYLE 
INTERVIEWED 


How he crashed into a fence at 70 miles an 
hour during the Leinster Trophy Race was 
told to an irish Times reporter yesterday by 
Mr. D. P. 8. Conan Doyle. “I was going 
around the 'S' bend, có ge! gs gs on 
the back circeuit,” said Mr. Doyle, - when 
I attempted to use my brake at the usual 
braking point I discovered that a floor-board 
had worked loose and had jammed under the 
foot pedal, I tried to skid the car round 
the bend, bat unfortanately I struck the tail 
of an M.G., which was jutting out from the 
fence where it had already crashed. My car 
mounted the bank, and, after tearing up the 
earth for about twelve yards, leapt into the 
air, turned over and landed upside down. 
The presence of the ditch saved my hie, as it 
broke the impact of the car, which is one and 
three-quarter tons weight, on my back.” ~- 

Mr. Doyle's brother immediately pulled up, 
shouted for assistance. and, with the aid of a 
number of others, pulled the car over and 
released the driver. To his action in with- 
drawing from the race tribute was paid when 
the prizes were presented. ; 

Mr. Doyle, who suffered injuries to his chest 
and back—the steering wheel of the car was 
smashed against his chest—praised the work 
of the Civic Guards.

N July, 1933, the Supreme Court oí the 
Irish Free State came to a unanimous 
decision that the tenants of the Irish 

Gailors’ and Soldiers’ Land Trust were not 
i The Act ander which the 
cotta were built was passed by the 
British Parliament in 1919, and is known as 
the Irish Land (Provision for Sailors and 
Seldiers} Act. 

Subsequent to the decision of the Su 
Court actions were taken against the Trust 
(1) for the recovery of all rent paid 
July, 1953: (2) restoration to cottages, 


For some time past negotiations have been 
ing on between the Government, the British 
i ion and the Tenants’ Rights Association, 
and it is learned that a tenative agreement 
has been arrived at which is to be embodied 
in legislation in the year future, 


AGREEMENT PROPOSALS 


The provisional proposals of the agreement 
are :— 

1.—That all moneys paid or claimed to be 
due prior to the passing of the Act, under 
any agreement or purported agreement, be 
tween either party, shall be made irrecover. 
able, and that no claim shall be entertained 
bY any. Court. against the Trust in respect 
of them, or prier eviction, or the retaking 
of possession by the Trust. 


the date of the passing of the Act or after 
wards put into possession shall be entitled 
to hold the cottage for his life, subject to the 
observance of certain conditions. 

ó.— The occapier shall be liable to eviction 
by Order of Court for failure to observe 
the scheduled conditions—e.g., conviction for 
an offence other than by a Court of Summary 
Jurisdiction, using for a forbidden purpose, 
wilful waste, failure to keep the interior 
in reasonable condition, or bailure to pay 
authorised sums where a Court Order has 
becn obtained. The Trust will have power 
te sue for eviction instead of committal to 
prison, and such: Court Order will be 
sufficient cause for granting a decree for 
possession. 

4.—There shall be repayable to the Trust 
by the tenants an amount to cover the cost 
aí repairs, ingurance, water, sanitation 
and administration, together with a revisiona! 
amount for the payment of rates, 

5.—The Trust shall have full powers with 
regard to the total or partial remission of 
the sums payable under Clause 4 

6.—The Trust shall have power to allow 
widewa to remain in occupation under the 
statutory conditious, and in the event of re- 
marriage to a non-Service man to have 
discretionary power to require her to vacate. 

7—The Trust shall have power to sell 
cottages to occupiers on a purchase scheme 
to be approved by the Minister for Local 
Government. 

&—All questions of performance or non- 
observance of the statutory conditions of occu- 
pation of a Trust cottage to be matters for 
the Circuit Court. 


OBJECTIONS TO SCHEME 


It is understood that the Government will 
not introduce legislation on tha lines indicated 
unless the present occupiers are unanimous on 
the proposals. These have not yet been sub- 
mitted to the general body of occuprers, but 
it is anticipated that they will reach them 
in the coutse of the next few days. 

Those who have been privileged to see the 
pro ls constder that they are at variance 
with the Supreme Court decision and alto- 
gether opposed to the original intention of the 
Act which brought the cottages into existence. 

Incidentally, it may be mentioned that the 
Supreme Court in Northern Ireland decided 
agamst the tenants of the Trust in a similar 
action to that breught by the tenants in the 
Irish Free State.

“HIGHLY SATISFACTORY”

The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
says:—To-day will see the end of the 
Montreux Conference. The new Straits 
Convention will be signed by the repre- 
sentatives of the nine Powers which have 
been engaged in the discussions on the 
shores of the Lake of Geneva, and there is 
no reason to expect that any hitch will 
arise over its ratification. 

The successful conclusion of the negotia- 
tions after several anxious moments is in 
itself highly satisfactory. The failure of 
the first international conference for the 
revision by consent of one of the most im- 
portant treaties concluded, since the Peace 
of Versailles would have been a disaster. 
It would have put a premium on the uni- 
lateral repudiation ot international obliga- 
tions. The old world has seen too many 
of these since the Japanese seized 
Manchuria, and the revision of the most 
important. portion of the Treaty 9) 
Lausanne will do something to calm the 
anxiety from which most of its Govern- 
ments and .its people are suffering. And 
here the Turkish Government deserve to 
the fal; the credit which Mr. Bruce and 
others gave them on Saturday for setting 
an example of international good manners. 

Yet, though the correctness of the pro- 
cedure adopted by Turkey has been univer- 
sally recognised and deservedly praised, 
there is no justification for regarding the 
new convention as a great improvement on 
its predecessor. The abolition of the 
Straits Commission is a concession to which 
the Tarkish Government attached great 
importance. There was much to be said 
for the British contention that some ouá- 
ward and visible sign that the Straits are 
an international waterway should be pre- 
served. Other Powers, however, suppor 
the Turkish objection to any limitation, 
however theoretical, of their sovereignty 
over the Straits, and the Commission, 
which has done much quiet but useful 
work in recent years, has thus received 
sentence. 

The satisfactory conclusion of the con- 
ference still leaves open the question 
whether the Powers mot represented at 
Montreux will all subscribe to the new con- 
vention. Italy, as a signatory of the 
Treaty of Lausanne, possesses the right to 
adhere to the convention, but seems disin- 
clined to exercise it at present. The main- 
tenance of the British defensive under: 
standing with the smaller Mediterranean 
Powers has so far determined her Govern- 
ment’s attitude. It is certainly hard to 
see how Italian naval or commercial in- 
terests are more adversely affected by this 
modification of the Lausanne Treaty than 
those of other non-Black Sea Powers. 

Something has, indeed, been accom- 
plished at Montreux, but it is only a 
heginning of the more extensive and more 
difheult, process of seeking and ensuring

HE election of 1922 wae not fought om 

q the issue of Republic versus Dominion 

status. lnstead a pact was made 

under which those who voted in favour of 

the Treaty and those who voted against it 

agreed to form a common panel of 

candidates, so that those who had been the 

strength oí the national movement might 

- returned to deal with a dangerous situa 
ion. 

This was a statement made by Dr. Ryan, 
Minister for Agriculture, when delivering 
the. oration today ut the unveiling of & 
memortal im Murrintewn Cemetery te Com- 
mandant Michael Radford, his brother, Ber 
Kadford, and Volupteer Con McCarthy, 
South Wexford Brigade of the 1.R:A., who 
were killed during the civil war. 

Continuing, Dr. Ryan said:—‘‘ When we 
look back on that period, now that the mist 
of muisrepresentation and confusion has 
cleared away, we see clearly what the posi- 
tion was.” The Republie of Ireland, he 
said, was proclaimed in 1916, but the effort 
to support it in arms failed. But, while 
that effort failed physically, .the . gallant 
action of the men of 1916 enkindled the Irish 
people’s desire for independence, which can 
never be extinguished. 


THE PACT 


The Treaty of 1921, sigmed by the dele 
en sent by Dail Eireann to negotiate peace 

tween the warring nations, was approved 
by Dail Eireann, the members of which were 
elected to maintain the existing State. They 
could not, therefore, surrender the republic 
without seeking the sanction of the people, 
and the 1922 election result could not be 
interpreted as a vote for or against the 
Treaty. 

The Four Courts was attacked before the 
new Dail met to form the Government, which, 
according to the Pact. was to be compesed of 
members drawn from those who favoured and 
those who opposed the Treaty. The Dail did 
not meet on the appointed date and all pre- 
tence at maintenance of the Republic was cast 
aside and the Republic suppressed. The Pro- 
visional Government, erected by the Dail, 
held on to office and refused to convene a 
duly-elected Dail to select a Government. The 
cireumstances being such, soldiers who took 
an oath to maintam the Government of the 
Republic against all enemies were obviously 
doing their duty when they took up arms te 
defend that Republic. Peaceful methods of 
testing the validity of the usurping Govern- 
ment was denied those who considered it their 
duty to maintain the Republic, and so force 
was the only alternative.

MAJOR E. CHETWODE HAMILTON 


The death of Major Edward Chetwode 
Hamilton took place yesterday in his eighty- 
ninth year at his residence, Kilmatoad, Clon- 
dalkin, County Dublin. Major Hamilton, 
who was an extensive land agent, was the 
sécond son of the late Mr. Charles Hamilton, 
of Hamwood, County Meath, and brother of 
Mr. Arthur Hamilton, of Foxrock. He joined 
the Army when a very young man, and was 
commissioned to the Royal Scots Fusiliers. 
After a time he applied for a transfer to the 
Bengal Staff Corps, with which he served 
later in India. Iil-health necessitated his 
leaving India, and after coming home. he 
resigned from the Army. When the World 
War broke out Majer Hamilton was lying 
in Kilkenny, where he was agent ior the 
Tighe estate, and he immediately applied to 
rejoin the Arnfy. His application was 
granted, and he became Officer Commanding 
the transport of the Northern Command. 
He applied to be sent on Service at the 
front. but his application was not granted. 
Hs was af this time a member of the 8th 
toval Dublin Fusiliers, attained his majority 
and was mentioned in despatches. In 192] 
Major Hamilton moved from Kilkenny to 
Clondalkin, and some time’ afterwards he 
became interested in the cause of helping 
ex-soldiers. He founded the ex-Service men’s 
garden scheme, 91 Merrion square, through 
which he did a great deal of good work fo! 
ex-soldiers during the four or five years of its 
existence. Major Hamilton, who wes a Fellow 
of the Surveyors’ Institution, was very well 
known in County Kilkenny, where he lived 
for a great many years. He was one of the 
most. popular men in the county, and when 
he moved to County Dublin he made a very 
large number of friends there, by whom his 
death, which occurred rather suddenly, will 
be greatly regretted.

GOVERNMENT ARMS 
PEOPLE 


From Rgurer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


MADRID (Censored), Sundar. 

The situation in Madrid “was still 
eritical to-night. 

Many soldiers have taken advantage of 
the Government’s offer to abandon their 
regiments if they are not in sympathy 
with the attitude of the officers. and some 
hundreds in Madrid have offered them- 
selves to the Government to carrv out 
any duties that may be imposed on them. 

The authorities in Madrid have armed 
the people, and throughout the streets can 
be seen taxi-loads of “ Ahhei Roja,” 
or “Red Militia,” with rifles. revolvers 
and daggers. 

Sevetal lorry loads of miners from the 
north-west of Spain arrived in the capital 
to-day, and placed themselves at the dis- 
position of the authorities. 

From time to time the Government 
broadcasts news of the situation through- 
out the country, from which it appears 
that the authorities have everything well 
in hand. In Barcelona, Seville and 
Malaga the Government claims now to be 
controlling the situation. 

Airmen have bombed several towns 
where the garrisons had rebelled, includ- 
ing Seville, Ceuta and Melilla. Six gene- 
rals have been degraded from their 
ranks. 


READY TO STRIKE 


The U.G.T. (General Workers’ Union) 
announced that. wherever martial law or 
a ‘state of alarm” might be imposed m 
Spain by the rebels a general strike would 
be immediately declared by the workmen. 

It is known that at the last Cabinet 
meeting last night Seiiors Prieto and 
Largo Caballero, although not Munisters, 
took part, offering the collaboration of the 
‘Left organisations, of which they are head, 
-to the Government for the purpose of sup- 
pressing the rising. 

The Minister of the Interior broadcast 


this afternoon that arms would be dis- 
tributed te villagers who wished to 
organise themselves against the rebels. 
This is in keeping with the policy adopted 
in Madrid. 

The Minister also announced on the air 
that the rebels at Melilla. a fortified city, © 
and one of the most important centres in 
Spanish Morocco, had been completely 
routed. Many of them were, he said, 
fleeing to French territory, where they 
were being held at the disposa! of the 
authorities. He also declared that the 
rebels at Barcelona cnd Malaga had 
surrendered. No forces, he asserted, were 
marching on Madrid. 

A Government referen:: to “ the state 
of siege illegally proclaimed by anti- 
Government elements in a certain number 
of towns on the Peninsula and in Morocco, 
the Balearic Isles and the Canaries.”" con- 
tains the first official admission that the 
rebe] movement is not confined to Morocce 
and Seville. 

Decrees ordering the dismissal of troops 
which -have taken part in the “* illegal 
movement against the Republic,”’ end the 
dissolution of all units of the Army which 
took part in the “ insurrectionist meve 
ment ” are announced.

WEATHER HITS 
FARMERS 


HAY CROP BADLY 
DAMAGED 


Only an immediate improvement in the 
weather will rescue the harvest from what 
appears ta be a very serious position. 

Already considerable loss has been sustained 
by the Irish farmer. The hay crop has been 
seriously injured, and will result in a shortage 
of winter feed, which will also be of poor 
quality. 

The rain-fall for the present month up-to- 
date has been much above the July average 
for many years, and the torrential rains of 
last week have made the thread to this years 
harvest a very real one. 

A prominent County Dublin farmer, Mr. J. 


} A. O'Neill, Malahide, told an Jrish Times 


reporter that continued wet weather would 
have a ruinous effect on hay or cereal crops. 

The principal damage caused by the recent 
heavy downpour was felt, he said, in the corn- 
fields and the meadows. ‘‘ There will be very 
little good hay this year,” he added. “ At 
the present time I can see the grass growmg 
through the crop that has been cut, and 1s 
still on the ground.”’ 

Mr. O'Neill stated that wheat and corn had 
lodged over wide areas. They would, un- 
doubtedly, suffer some damage, but generally 
were likely to recover if they got sunshine. 

An authority on agricultural matters stated 
that very little damage had yet been done 
to wheat, except in parts of the country where 
the crop was heavy—such as in County Meath 
and in the North County Dublin. The damage. 
however, would be much more serious if the 
rain continued or if there was a recurrence im 
August of last week's conditions. 

Slate to the hay crop. he said that in 
most parts of the country it was in a very 
serious condition, and unless the weather took 
up immediately a large part of it would be 
of very poor feeding quality. 

So far the root crops had not suffered, 
though it was difficult to keep weeds in check, 
The absence of blight was very likely due to 
the manné¢r in which the farmers were taking 
every advantage of the weather to do their 
spraying.

OUIST'S FIGHT AGAINST

Germany and ‘Australia stand all square 
in the Pavis Cup inter-zone final, which 
began on Court 1 at Wimbledon on Satur- 
day to decide who shall meet Britain 
or in the challenge round next week. 

J. . Crawlord . (Australia) beat 
Henkel, 6-2, 6-2 (retired), and Baron G. 
von Cramm (Germany) defeated A. K. 
Quist, 4-6, 6-4, 4-6, 6-4, 11-9. 

There was a minor sensation when Henkel, 
who had been suffering from a chill, an- 
nounced, through the umpire, that he could 
not continue against Crawford. 

All the excitement was reserved for the 
last set of the two and a half hours’ match 
between von Cramm and Quist. Rarely can 
two first-class players have lost so: many 
chances of victo in a match as these 
two did. Thirteen match points—nine to 
von Cramm and four to Quist—went begging 
before von Cramm won in the twentieth 
game of a hectic last set. 


QUIST’S INJURY 


The hero of the day’s play was Quist. 
After winning the first set against a very 
inconsistent von Cramm, he wrenched his 
ankle in going for a return in the opening 
game of the second set. He was attended 
on the court by a doctor, who bandaged 
the ankle, and Quist then went on to give a 
remarkable displ v of pluck. 

A squally wind upset the standard of 
the play generally, but von Cramm made 
many more mistakes than the Australian 
in the first four sets, and, had not Quist’s 
mobility been impaired by his injured ankle 
the result might have been different. 

Quist drove deeply to von Cramm’s back 
hand corner, and six times out of ten the 
German’s returns were either netted or 
sent outside. Von Cramm’s genius was 
apparent in the occasional flashes of 
brilliance which brightened the game. He 
then won points with amazing skill. 

With Quist looking tired in the last set, 
it seemed odds-on, the German taking the 
match at 5-3, but he lost the first two of 
what were to be a whole string of match 
points. Even when Quist had drawn up te 
4-5, von ©ramm had three more oppor- 
tunities in the tenth game, but he again let 
them slip by, and Quist was level and ahead 
at 6-5, 7-6, 8-7. 


A CHANCE LOST 


Then Quist had the chance of a lifetime 
when leading 8-7. He stood 40-love against 
von Cramm’s service. The German saved 
the first match point with one of’ the 
luckiest net cords imaginable, and, with 
errors creeping into the Australian’s 
attack, von Cramm saved three more match 
points, to draw level at 8-all. 

Quist again held the lead at 9-8, could 
not hold it, and Germany went ahead at 
10-9. Von Vramm ran to 40-15 in the 
twentieth game on his own service, He 
was thus at match point once again. But 
still again he let opportunities slip by— 
one, two, three, four of them. The German 
remained the coolest man in the crowded 
arena. A‘ last he sent over a hot fore- 
hand drive, Quist netted the return, and 
the set and match went to von Cramm.
